LONDON, April 2

Two motre ships lave been added to
the long st of victlmn of German Bliib«
marines, The stemmship Houth Point,
which recently carried a cargo of flour
from Philadelphia to tho starving Hel-
glans, was torpedoed oif Cape Finisterre,
while A Norweglan bark was sunk In
the North Hea. The crews of both vaes-
pels wera saved.

A dispateh from Amsterdam Identined
the Norwegian bark sink by a Germian
submarine as the Nor, a vessel of 631 tona,
halling from Stavangar and commanded
by Captain O, Olsen, The bont that sank
her was the T-21.

The Norweglan steamer Unita pleked
up the enllors of the Nor.

Threo British trawlers were atlacked by
the Gérman submarine 11-10 in the North
fon yesterday and sunk. The trawlers
were part of n fishing flest that put out
of the Tyne yesterday morning. The
other boats In the fleet cacaped and put
into the Tyne today.

The trawlers Gloxlann and Jason, hail-
Ing from North Shields, were first sighted
ahout 40 miles off the mouth of the Tyne
Blver. The crews were ovdersdd to tuke
to the small boats and row In front of
the submarine. ‘Then German sallors
placed explosives on the trawlers and
sont them to the bottom, ‘The third
triuwler destroved waw the Nellle, The
Nollle's crow was first reported minsing,
bul lnter they wora picked up. The bonis
contnining the crews of the Gloxiann
and Jason were taken In tow by the
V=10, which made for Tyne. When the
fikhing stenmer Rhodesu was siglited
ths mon were transferved to that vessel
The seamon sald the Germans wera Kind
to them, glving thein hot coffee and to-
badeo, - The German captaln sald he had
been ordored to “alnk everything."
